WEST  COAST  ITEMS. 

— The  Bolivian  customs  receipts  at  Antofa- 
gasta  in  1896  amounted  to  1,275,573.67  boli- 
vianos, 

—The  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Chi  Haw 

slate  railways  in  December  were  respectively 
$h  ,o62,S62.,S4  and  #947,253.60, 

— Chili  is  certainly  making  rt  record  in  the 
line  of  homicides  and  homicidal  assaults.  No- 
tices of  such  crimes  seem  to  be  a  staple  article 
of  news. 

—It  is  now  proposed  to  raise  the  money  by 
private  subscription  for  the  construction  of 
that  submarine  boat  invented  by  a  Valparaiso 
jeweler.  Its  reputed  sale  to  Brazil  docs  not 
seem  to  materialize. 

—The  vessels  of  the  Magellan  station  have 
been  ordered  to  make  a  new  survey  for  the 
cable  to  Puuta  Arenas,  and  the  commissioner 
sent  to  Europe  to  superintend  the  manufac- 
ture and  shipment  oE  the  cable  has  been  or- 
dered home,—  Chilian  Times, 

—While  some  cargo  was  being  discharged 
this  week  from  the  five-masted  ship  Potosi,  a 
crate  containing  large  demijohns  (supposed 
to  be  empty)  fell  ami  got  smashed,  revealing 
the  fact  that  they  were  Tilled  with  silk  and 
olher  material  liable  to  heavy  duty.  The 
matter  has  been  reported  to  the  authorities.— 
Chilian  Times,  Jan.  30. 

—At  a  recent  sitting  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies  the  minister  of  finance  made  the 
gratifying  announcement  that  the  revenue 
In  r.896  '  had  exceeded  his  calculations  by 
1,295,754  dollars  38  cents,  and  the  deficit, 
which  had  been  estimated  at  3,500,000  dollars, 
amounted  to  the  insignificant  sum  of  752,680 
dollars  14  cents.— Chilian  Times.  Feb,  3. 

— Defalcations  appear  to  be  the  order  of  the 
day.  Quite  recently  a  superintendent  of  cus- 
tom-house and  treasurer  in  a  northern  port 
absconded,  after  appropriating  upwards  of 
100,000  dollars.  Only  the  other  day  the  pay- 
master of  a  battalion  stationed  in  this  city  fled 
after  embezzling  9,000  dols. :  and  now  the  news 
conies  of  the  discovery  of  defalcations  amount- 
ing to  300,000  dols.  in  the  Santiago  municipal 
treasury  and  the  flight  of  the  treasurer.  —  Chi- 
lian Times,  Jan.  27.

S-ane  remarkable  fads  are  being  brought  to 
light  by  the  investigation  which  is  being  made 
into  the  frauds  which  have  been  perpetrated  in 
the  custom-house  of  this  port.  Two  of  the  chief 
actors,  named  respectively  Christen  and  I'rivi. 
are  reported  to  have  absconded,  whilst,  on  the 
other  hand,  several  arrests  have  been.  Among 
the  persons  area  member  of  the  municipality 
named  I'ermin  Quiutero,  a  commission  agent, 
named  Hesselbart,  and  several  custom-house 
employees,  Two  mysterious  personages,  nam- 
ed respectively  Guillenno  Schneider  and  Ca- 
raves,  figure  in  the  case.  The  former  appears 
as  having  dispatched  goods  from  the  custom- 
house, and  the  latter  as  being  security  for  the 
amount  of  the  duties.  These  individuals,  how- 
ever, appear  to  have  existed  in  name  only. 
There  was  an  office  bearing  on  its  door  a  brass 
plate  with  the  name  of  Guillenno  Schneider, 
but  nobody  was  ever  seen  in  the  place.  These 
names  were  evidently  adopted  as  a  blind  by 
the  real  culprits,  of  whom  there  are  several. 
Signatures  and  stomps  have  been  forged,  cus- 
tom-house policies  have  been  abstracted  and 
replaced  by  others  for  much  less  value  in  some 
eases,  whilst  in  others  they  have  not  been  re- 
placed at  all.  The  perpetration  of  the  frauds 
has  been  going  on  for  a  long  lime,  and  the 
amount  of  which  the  custom-house  has  been 
defrauded  is  variously  estimated,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  it  will  reach  a  very  large  sum.  Am- 
ongst honest  people  there  is  but  one  desire,  and 
that  it  is  that  the  delinquents  may  meet  with 
their  desserts,  —Chi/ion  Times,  Feb.  6.

—Twenty-four  hours  observation  are  now  im- 
posed 011  Rio  and  Santos  arrivals  at  the  River 
Plate,  besides  all  the  extra  time  the  smilarv 
authorities,  in  their  irresponsible  and  infallible 
wisdom,  see  fit  to  impose. 

— Tired  of  waiting  on  official  greeil  and 
ignorance,  the  Argentine  agriculturists  have 
resolved  to  act  independently  and  by  them- 
selves in  fighting  the  locusts.  They  have  or- 
ganized a.  citizens  committee,  raised  over 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  have  resolved 
to  send  to  the  United  States  for  an  entomol- 
ogist who  knows  something  about  locusts.

would   instantly  arise,    that    the    prio 
would  not  fall  appreciably.     Asn  matte 
of  fact,  the  export  of  Para  rubber  ha 
increased   within    the    last    iwenly-liv. 
years  from  5,600   tons  to  20,000  Ions  ; 
and  the  price  fetched  by  the  best  quality 
has  risen  from  2S,  to  3S.  a  pound,      ft  is 
the  one  jungle  product  which  society 
Buds  indispensable.      Hundreds  ol   men 
have  racked    their  brains  to  produce   a 
substitute,  but  none  lias  ill  the  least  de- 
gree succeeded  ;  and  such  attempts  must 
ia  pcriinnci  tl;  discouraged b't  lie  I  iiov.  - 
ledge    that  india-rubber  exists  in  limit- 
less profusion  upon  known  spots  ol  the 
j  world's  surface  which  may  at   any   tune 
be     made     accessible.        In    ally    ol    the 

swampy  equatorial  regions,  where  vege- 
!  tation  grows  rank  and  sappy,  so  that   a 
j  knife  will  slash  through  branches  as  11 
1  they    were    made     of    cheese,     there    is 
pretty  Certain  to  occur  some  one  or  two 
j  of  the  score  of  trees  which  produce  rub- 
ber.    Whole  forests  of  them  are  known 
to  exist  in  Central  Africa,  only  waiting 
I  to   be   lapped.      But  the   regions  which 
produce  lliein  are  precisely   the  regions 
most  deadly  to  the  white  man;  and  when 
i  the  rubber  is  made  il  has  to  come  to  the 
coast  on  the  heads  of  negroes,    and   will 
not  pay  the  cost  of  transport.  ^   Vhci 
!  accessible  forest  is  discovered  it  pays 
!  a  gold-mine.     A  tree  was  discovered  near 
1  Lagos  which  was  believed  to  produce  rub- 
ber;  specimens  of  bark  and  foliage  went 
home  to  Hew,  and   the  authorities   pro- 
nounced it  the  right  tiling.     In  [895  the 
export  began,  and  amounted  in  the  year 
to  2,26!  tons,  with  a  value  of    £2711,00" 
ill  round  figures. 

India-rubber  would  seem  to  be  the  one 
certain  source  of  wealth  now  locked  up 
in  Central  Africa,  and  perhaps  the  most 
valuable  thing  that  the  region  produces 
or  can  produce.      Ivory  is  only  a  fancy 
article,  andpalmoil  has  many  substitutes. 
Gold  110  doubt  exists  there,    but    in   the 
first  place,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
pure  negro  can  be  made  into  a  miner  ; 
and  in  the  second,  gold  is  to  be  got  in 
regions  where  white  men  can   live.     It 
seems,  therefore,  as  if  the  special  func- 
tion of  the  tropics  just  now  was  to   pro- 
duce india-rubber,  which  is  wanted  eve- 
rywhere and  cannot  be  grown  elsewhere. 
No  cultivation  is  needed  ;  Nature  requi- 
res of  man  very  little  skill,  scarcely  any 
exertion,  and  only  a    reasonable  avoid- 
ance of  waste.     Vet  this  is  asking  more 
than  the  African  negro  is  at  presentable 
to  give.     The   great  rubber-producing 
region  of  the  world  is  the  basin  of  the 
Amazon,  which  yields  about  two-thirds 
of  the  entire  annual  output.     The  qua- 
lity of  this  rubber  is  immensely  superior 
to  all  others;  the  best  Para  will  fetch  in 
England  as  much  as  3S.  6d.  a  pound;  the 
worst  African  goes  for  under  a  shilling. 
Brazil  has,  of  course,  an  immense  advan- 
tage in  its  great  waterway  ;  ocean-going 
steamers  run  twelve   hundred  miles  up 
the  Amazon ,  whereas  every  African  ri- 
ver  except  the  Congo  has  a  bar  at  its 
mouth,    and   cataracts   not    far   distant 
from  the  const-line.    On  the  other  hand, 
the  forests  in  Itra/il  seem  even  more  im- 
penetrable than  in  Africa.  Not  even  such 
roadways  as  the  African  man-paths  can 
be  maintained    against  the    encroach- 
ment of  the  jungle.    But  the  native  Bra- 
zilian race  is  incomparably  more  intelli- 
gent than  the  negro.  Their  caoutchouc  is 
iKtter  prepared,  and  what  is  far  more 
important,  they  farm   the  trees  as  care- 
fully as  the  red   Indians  used  to  farm 
the  heaver.   In  Africa  the  rubber  is  gen- 
erally  produced  not  from  a  forest  tree, 


asinHraz.il,  but  from  the  Uw/olfilua, 
which  is  a  climbing  sb.ub.  I  he  supply  of 
rubber-prod  ueing  plants  111  Central  A  n- 

cais  practically  inexhaustible  ;  but  be 
number  of  places  where  they  exist  with- 
in easy  distance  of  sonic  export  station 
is  small,  so  far  as  our  present  knowledge 
goes.  Yet  tor  the  present,  speculators 
will  probable  hasten  to  be  rich,  and  it 
thev  hit  upon  a  forest  will  treat  il  like 
amine,  anxious  simply  lo  lake  mil  the 
maximum  at  the  minimum  ol  cost. 

Whether  our  state.  01  any  other,  win 
ever  make  this  «  great  branch  ol  its  tro- 
pical   forestry   remains  to  be  seen,    me 
Germans  with  their  usual  thoroughness, 
have  a  strong  scientific  staff  at  the  Ca- 
meroon*. The  English,  iu   their  usual 
makeshift  way,  content  themselves  with 
sending    home  l"  Kew   for   suggestions. 
I'.ul    the    government  of  India   have    at 
1  .fast  tried  an  experiment  upon  the  great 
scale    No  private  firm,  however  wealthy, 
would  embark  upon  the  cultivation  of 
india-rubber  ;   the  trees  lake  a  mailer  ol 
twenty  vears  before  they  can  produce  a 
pennv-worih.    In  addition  to  that,  culti- 
vation must  occupy   a   huge  extent  ol 
ground  of  such  a  nature  that  no  European 
can  cuter  it  during  the  rainy  season,  and 
where  the  growth  is  so  thick  that  twenty 
men  might  be  tapping  trees  withm  a  mile 
of  the  ranger,   and  lie   none  the    wiser. 
Nevertheless,    the  Indian    government 
have;,  nursery  of  Paid  rubber  tree-  .11 
Assam,    extending  ovel     two    hundred 
square  miles,  which  will  in  time   begin 
to  yield  :   and    if  any  department  can 
control  such  a   farm  the   Indian  Woods 
and  Forests  will.

THE   ASCENT  OF  ACOXCACUA. 

A  telegram  was  received  on  Tuesday  night 
at  the  Club  Valparaiso,  giving  some  particu- 
lars of  the  progress  of  the  expedition  to  gain 
the  summit  of  Aconcagua  organised  by  the 
German  Athletic  Club  of  Santiago,  as  under: 

The  expedition  of  the  German  Athletic 
Club  has  arrived  at  the  higher  camp  of  Mr. 
Fitzgerald,  which  was  found  at  a  height  of 
i9;ooo  feet.  Learning  that  the  guide  Zur- 
bnggen  had  reached  the  top  of  the  mountain, 
the  Germans  continued  to  ascend,  although 
it  was  then  beginning  to  get  dark. 

They  arrived  at  a  height  of  10,500  feet 
at  which  elevation  they  remained  all  night. 

The  eohl  at  this  height  was  intense,  so  much 
so  that  the  party  did  not  attempt  to  go  to 
steep,  and  remained  on  foot,  moving  about  all 
night  to  keep  themselves  warm.  Their  faces 
were  livid  iu  consequence  of  the  cold.

— We  are  informed  that  a  certain  police 
delegacia  not  very  far  from  headquarters  is 
using  one  of  the  foreigners  long  resident  in 
this  city  with  decidedly  reprehensible  severity. 
A  few  evenings  ago,  he  was  knocked  down 
and  was  cut,  though  not  badly,  with  a  police 
sword.  The  ddegado,  who  seems  to  be  some- 
thing of  a  jacobin,  refused  to  attend  to  the 
victim's  complaints,  he  says.apparently  because 
of  his  being  a  foreigner.
